Tre British Medical Association decided, at the Annual 
Representative Meeting in July last, to.support the candi- 
dature, at the forthcoming by-election of two direct repre- 
sentatives for England and Wales on the General Medical 
Council, of Dr. J. W. Bone (Luton) and Dr. FE. K. 
Le Fleming (Wimborne). These gentlemen were chosen 
from a list of candidates nominated by local meetings of 
the profession called by the Divisions in England and 
Wales, and it now falls te the members of the Association 
to do what they can to secure the return of the Associa- 
tion’s candidates. We print below the election address 
issued jointly by Dr. Bone and Dr. Le Fieming, dated 
Octoher 4th, 1928. 


GENERAL MEDICAL COUNCIL. 
ELecrion oF TWO Direct REPRESENTATIVES. 
To the Registered Medical Practitioners of England 
and Wales. . 

Lapies AND GENTLEMEN, 

At the present time two only of the members of the 
General Medical Council are general medical practitioners. 

We believe that there is a widespread feeling in the pro- 
fession that such representation is inadequate, and that oppor- 
tunity should be taken at this by-election to place upon the 
Council two Direct Representatives who have the closest 
possible touch with the problems and difficulties of general 
practice. 

The sphere of consultant practice is well cared for by the 
representatives of the various universities and licensing bodies, 
Who also have done yeoman service in developing and improving 
medical education. 

It may be, however, that the educational outlook has in the 
past been rather from the angle of the teacher, and that a 
further leaven of members engaged in family practice would 
assist the Council in guiding those who have the duty of pre- 
paring the medical student for a career which in the great bulk 
of cases is that of a general practitioner. 

_The penal procedure, which occupies so much of the Council’s 
time, deals often with situations arising in the lives of general 
Practitioners. 

Further, the Council is frequently consulted by the various 
Government departments relation to Parliamentary bills 
and to proposed new regulations. In many instances, and 
particularly where the national health insurance service is 
Concerned, these are matters of great moment to the general 
practitioner, but of little interest to the teacher or consultant. 

We are both in the active pursuit of our profession, and have 


had much experience of administrative and medico-political 
work. One of us (J. W. Bone) has had thirty-two years in 
general practice, private and contract, in the industrial area of 
Luton; has served on the Insurance Acts Committee for five 
years ; and now has the honour to be a member of the Council 
of the British Medical Association and chairman of its Medico- 
Political Committee. 

The other (E. K. Le Fleming) is familiar with other aspects 
of private and contract practice through twenty-seven years’ 
work in the rural area of Wimborne, whilst in addition to 
serving on the Council of the British Medical Association and 
on the Insurance Acts Committee, he has been honoured by the 
confidence of insurance practitioners for the past five years as 
chairman of the Conference of Local Medical and Panel 
Committees. 

Our candidature has been endorsed by the English and Welsh 
members of the Representative Body of the British Medical 
Association. 

Our experience in interpreting the collective views of our 
fellow practitioners and our willingness to devote whatever 
time and energy may be necessary to the proper fulfilment of 
the duties of a Direct Representative embolden us to solicit, 
not only your own vote, but your active assistance in securing 
the votes of your colleagues.

CURRENT NOTES. 


Poor Persons Procedure: Nullity Suits on Medica! Grounds, 
THe secretary of the Law Society has .asked for the co- 
operation of the British Medical Association in regard to 
the difficulty which sometimes occurs in the provinces in 
obtaining medical evidence and examinations for “ poor 
persons ’’ in nullity suits. It appears that in nullity cases 
heard in London there are certain medical men on the 
official list who are prepared to examine and give evidence 
without fee. The Law Society, its committees throughout 
England and Wales, and the solicitors and barristers do the 
work gratuitously. It seems that no effort has previously 
heen made to ask for the help of medical men in the 
provinces, and that, as a result of this, poor litigants are 
occasionally unable to proceed with their cases. The total 
number of cases will probably be small.

The Hempson Prize. 

Mr. W. E. Hempson has placed at the disposal of the 
Council; upon his retirement from the post held by 
him for thirty years of Solicitor to the Association, 
and as a mark of esteem for the Association and appre- 
ciation of his happy relations therewith, a sum of twenty- 
five guineas, to be awarded as a prize for the best essay or 
treatise on some phase or branch of public health. The 
subject approved by the Council for the prize is ‘‘ A study 
of personal experiences in the inspection and treatment of 
school children under the auspices of an elementary educa- 
tion authority.’’

EXTENSION OF THE ASSOCIATION'S 
SCOTTISH HOUSE. 


OPENING CEREMONY. 


THE opening ceremony at the recently extended Scottish 


‘House of the British Medical Association, at Drumsheugh 


Gardens in Edinburgh, was held on October 4th, and took 
the form of a conference of secretaries of Branches and 
Divisions, and other Association workers, followed by a 
luncheon in the committee room. Dr. Grorce W. Muitxar, 
Chairman of the Scottish Committee, presided at the 
luncheon, and Sir Roserr Putip, Past-President of the 
Association, formally declared the new House of the Associa- 
tion in Scotland open. Sir Rosert Botam, Past-Chairman 
of Council and Chairman of the Building Committee, 
congratulated the Scottish Committee and the Scottish 
Branches and Divisions on entering into occupation of their 
new House. 

After the toast of ‘‘ The King ’’ had been duly honoured, the 


CxairMAN, before calling upon Sir Robert Philip to declare 
their new House open, said : Gentlemen, we are very fortunate 


-in having with us to-day two of the leading members of the 


Association, Sir Robert Philip and Sir Robert Bolam. I first 
came into contact with Sir Robert Philip when I was a house- 
physician in Edinburgh Royal Infirmary, somewhere about 
thirty years ago, and I found then that when a young and 
anxious house-surgeon was in difficulties he could not go to 
a better man for advice and help than Dr. Philip, as he then 
was. Since then he has gone through life as one of the 
leading members of our profession. His work on tuberculosis 
is too well known for me to say anything about it. When he 
rose to be President of the Association last year no one could 
have filled the chair with greater dignity and effect. (Applause.) 
As for Sir Robert Bolam, when he dies i think he will be 
canonized as a saint with a mason’s mallet in one hand and 
a chisel in the other—(laughter)—on a stained-glass window in 
the hall. But, joking apart, those two men have both got 
one great idea, and that is the enhancement of the dignity 
of the Association, and the Association has evidently seized 
upon the bright idea that you cannot enhance its dignity better 
than by housing it in important and dignified buildings. Our 
central House in London when completed will be one of the 
finest buildings in that city, and for this the chief credit is 
due to Sir Robert Bolam. (Hear, hear.) Our own little House 
here was started four or five years ago, and was soon found 
to be too small for the work. Sir Robert Philip saw that, and 
it is to him that we owe largely the idea of having it extended. 
I am sure from what we see to-day we are very glad this has 
been done; it is now a very fit home for the Association in 
Scotland. 1 now call upon Sir Robert Philip to declare the 
building open. 


A Rallying Centre in Medicine. 
Sir Rosert Purr, who was greeted with prolonged applause, 


after referring in felicitous terms to the great work accom- * 


plished by Sir Robert Bolam in the conception and creation of 
the palatial home of the Association in London, and his sym- 
pathetic reception as Chairman of Council of the proposal to 
extend the Scottish House, continued : But I am going to say 
that the Scottish House was simply an act of meagre justice 
to Scotland. If you can recall the attitude of the profession to 
the Association in 1875 you will remember it was one of com- 
piete apathy—that leaders of the profession viewed the British 
Medical Association with suspicion. I myself was reared in an 
atmosphere of suspicion, and then there came along a wave of 
influence—and I think we can associate with that wave the 
name of Grainger Stewart—and gradually apathy has given place 
to a warmer and’ warmer feeling towards the Association, until 
now when I come into the Council—-not that I am a very regular 
attender—I find that the Scottish Committee is received with 
a sense of dignity and respect, which is a very delightful 
experience. As I have already said, this was an act of meagre 
justice to Scotland, and we feel that it is in large measure 
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that we have attained it. I think we owe a very great deal 
also to the energy, patience, tact, and good fellowship of our 
friend Dr. Drever. Dvr. Drever and the successive chairmen 
of the Scottish Committee have been sympathetically insistent 
that Scotland should have a home. This is not merely a 
valuable asset to the Association, but it is going to be a rallying 
ground for medicine in Scotland, and particularly in Edinburgh. 
We wanted it badly; when I retired from the Medico- 
Chirurgical Society I pressed hard for some house that we 
could call the centre of medicine in Edinburgh. Thanks to the 
Scottish Committee and the energy of those in charge, and the 
benevolence of Sir Robert and others, we have now got it. 
Lastly, I cannot help thinking how fitting it is that we have 
here in Drumsheugh Gardens a monument to Charles Hastings, 
because Charles Hastings, I believe, got his inspiration’ in 
Edinburgh. He came to Edinburgh in 1815-17 at a time when 


Edinburgh society was at its best; he came with the best intro-. 


ductions, and not as a simple student, for he was a trained 
physiologist; he was also a sportsman, fond of hunting, and 
so on, and I believe he knocked over a pheasant in the forest 
of Drumsheugh. There could not be a nicer place to have 
a monument to Siv Charles than just at the entrance to 
Drumsheugh Forest, which is now Drumsheugh Gardens. How- 
ever, he did not propose 
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that is the greatest earnest of the success of the Association, 
Unfortunately, your expenses for this particular extension have 
very greatly: exceeded your estimate, and [ want to emphasize 
the fact that every penny we spend in this Association must be 
very carefully scrutinized. Now we are met together I want 
the Scottish Committee to recognize that really they have taken 
all that they are entitled to take out of the common. purse for 
some time to come. Your gratitude in this case must not he 
an expectation of further favours. I have nothing more to say, 
except that I am charged by the Chairman of Council, Dr. 
Brackenbury, and the Chairman of the Representative Body to 


say how very much they regret not being able to be here, and. 


on their behalf, and on behalf of all of us, to wish Scotland 
every success in her extended home. I shall carry back from 


this meeting to-day a very pleasant recollection, and I shall 


be able to assure the people at the centre that we have in 
Scotland as loyal and courageous a body of workers as we 

have in any section. ° 
The Cuarnman thanked the speakers on behalf’ of the 
Scottish Committee, and assured them that the Committee was 
deeply sensible of its responsibilities in the matter. Dr. 
Martine (Haddington) proposed, on behalf of his fellow secre- 
taries, the toast of ‘‘ The Scottish Committee,” to which the 
CHAIRMAN replied, say- 


an Association out of 
pure sport; he felt that 
medicine had part. 
to play in life. . Men 
were isolated and scat- 
tered, and he said, 
“Bring them together 
to increase knowledge, 
and, above to 
create an atmosphere 
of harmony and good 
feeling.”’

Scottish Committee and the Scottish Branches and Divisions in 
entering into occupation of their new House, said: Mr. Chair- 
man, Sir Robert Philip, and gentlemen of Scotland, I have very 
few words to say, and they cannot. be couched in the brilliance 
of oration that you are accustomed to from your Past-President, 
Sir Robert Philip, but I am very glad indeed to be here on this 
occasion, though not to commemorate an a¢t of meagre justice ; 
.this rather connotes ‘‘ injustices’? which I hope our Scottish 
colleagues shall never feel we are in the habit of perpetrating.

The Scottish House 
of the Association at 
6, Drumsheugh Gardens, 
Edinburgh, which was 
acquired three — years 
ago, having proved in- 
sufficient to accommo- 
date the larger meet- 
ings and _ conferences 
which are held from 
time to time, the Scot- 
tish Committee last 
vear recommended that 
the adjoining house, 
No. 7, should _ be 
bought, and the Council 
agreed. The work of reconstruction has now been completed;

A curnicat meeting of the Caleutta Branch was held in the 
Lecture Theatre of the School of Tropical Medicine on September 
7th, when Lieut.-Colonel V. B. Green-Armytace, I.M.S., was in the 
chair, 

Dr. Keparnatu Das, C.I.E., in a paper on operations for vesico- 
vaginal fistulae, referred to the observation of Dr, Herbert 
Spencer of London that every case of vesico-vaginal fistula was 
operable and should be cured by operation, and said that such 
a statement was wholly inapplicable to a country like Bengal, 
with its chronically undernourished and malaria-stricken popula- 
tion. In his first series of cases Dr. Das had found that 22 per 
cent, were inoperable; of the remainder, 19 per cent. only had 
been cured by operation. With improvement in operative tech- 
nique he had later succeeded in obtaining a cure rate of about 
37 per cent., and» comparison with records from various obstetric 
hospitals, rincipally in Calcutta and in Madras, showed that this 
was probably the average cure rate in India. Dr. Das emphasized 
the point that operability depended not only on the local but 
also on the general condition, particularly the condition of the 
blood. He detailed various points in surgical technique, and 
mentioned that the most satisfactory position for the patient was 
the dorsal one, with the buttocks raised about nine inches above 
the level of the table; the anaesthetic of choice was chloroform, 
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Dr. Das gave a demonstration of the various instruments (several 
devised by himself) which he used in the performance of the 
operation. The paper concluded with a few notes on after- 
treatment. 

In the subsequent discussion Drs. Sraptetow and S. C. Sew 
Gupta, and Major S. N. Muxers1, I.M.S., took part. The 
maN, after congratulating Dr. Das on his excellent paper, 
pointed out that the incidence of vesico-vaginal and of 
recto-vaginal fistulas could be materially reduced by efficient 
ante-natal and intra-natal care; this facet was indicated also 
by the fall in the numbers of such cases admitted into 
British obstetric hospitals as a result of improvements in 
ante-natal work. He agreed that a very appreciable proportion 
of the cases seen in Caleutta was inoperable, and sketched briefly 
the types of cases which in his opinion could not be dealt with 
effectively. 

Major S. N. Mvuxerss, I.M.S., demonstrated a case of fracture of 
the paiclla, in a diabetic subject; the urine had first been made 
sugar free by dietetic treatment, and the patella had then been 
operated on under a spinal anaesthetic. The results were remark- 
ably good, particularly as the patient had persisted in bending 
the affected leg quite early in convalescence. He also showed a 
case of early scirrhous cancer of the left breast, in which the 
technique of Sir Harold Stiles had been followed, the humoral 
head of the pectoralis major having been left in situ. Drs. S. C. 
Sew Gupta and B. Swans, Major Suanxs, I.M.S., and the Cuairman 
took part in the subsequent discussion.

Direct Representation on the General Medical Council. 

Srr,—I should be glad if you could find room for a short 
statement in support of the candidature of Dr. E. A. Gregg 
and myself for election to the General Medical Council. 

We are asking for a definite mandate to carry a message to 
the G.M.C. from the general body of practitioners. This 
message asks that the existing constitution of the G.M.C. may 
be overhauled in the light of the defects which have emerged 
during its seventy years’ existence. It suggests that a more 
adequate constitution should then be solicited from the 
Government of the day. oe 

That such an overhaul is necessary scarcely needs arguing. 
Dr. Dain has pointed out one particular defect—namely, the 
very small representation of general practitioners. But the 
B.M.A. members of the G.M.C., after the last election, issued 
a statement that even this suggestion had not their approval. 

The issue is therefore clear. On the one hand, Dr. Gregg 
and myse!lf-ask to be returned in order to do a definite task 
for the furtherance of the public welfare and that of the 
medical profession. On the other, two gentlemen already over- 
burdened with. various duties for the B.M.A. ask for su port 
in order that they may increase the prestige of the B.M A 
One is bound to assume, since no other ebject has been 
announced in their name, that they propose to follow the olicy 
of laissez-faire which all B.M.A. candidates have followed 
hitherto.—I am, etc.,

Limitations of Medical Benefit. 

Sir,—In the British Medical Journal of October 6th (p. 633), 
there was a letter by Dr. E. Graham Little headed ‘ Limitations 
of medical benefit.’’ In it, and providing much food for thought, 
was the following paragraph in reference to the present method 
of distribution of the ‘* Medical Benefit Fund.’’ 


“Dr. Gordon Ward's description runs : ‘ The Drug Fund, strictly 
limited in amount, has to provide a working profit for the chemists 
first, and the amount of medicine available for the insured is 
strictly conditioned by what is left over.’ Your presentation is: 
‘The arrangement is that the pharmacists take the whole of the 
residue of the Medical Benefit Fund after all other claims upon it 
have been satisfied, and in return for this total sum undertake to 
supply insured patients with whatever is properly prescribed by 
insurance practitioners.’ ”’ 


Here we have two viewpoints on the distribution of the 
Medica! Benefit Fund. The chemists’ objection is that the 
doctors, who get a standard rate of pay, can prescribe exces- 
sively with no loss to themselves, the loss merely falling on the 
margin of profit the chemist makes. 

There is but one way out of this difficulty, an easy and 
simple way (and, moreover, an arrangement that will imme- 
diately stop excessive prescribing)... Out of the Medical Benefit 
Fund allow the chemist his share first, consisting of dispensing 
fees, cost of drugs supplied, and a working margin of profit to 
be determined by some committee; thei let the residue be 
divided among the doctors according to the number on their 
panel lists. This arrangement assures satisfaction for chemists 
and doctors, inasmuch as excessive prescribing will now react 
on the ‘ culprits ’’ themselves. 

There are, of course, one or two difficulties to be overcome 
as regards the above proposal. First. indiscretions of pre- 
scribing on the part of Dr. A will naturally affect Dr. B's 
quarterly panel cheque. The existing processes resulting in the 
infliction of fines can deal with this. Secondly, Dr. C, with a 
small panel list, prescribes excessively with a view to attracting 
patients from Dr. D’s large panel list, Dr. D being the reverse 
of extravagant in prescribing. To meet this difficulty an 
arrangement whereby doctors are grouped according to the 
number on their list would suffice. Three or four groups such 
as below 500, 500-i,000, 1,000-2,000, 2.000 and above, each 
group having its quarterly cheque calculated according to its 
own drug expenditure, would entail a fair distribution. 

It would be very interesting to hear what other panel practi- 
tioners think of this proposa!l.—I am, etc.,

Change of Doctor. 


Si,—I was much interested to read Dr. D. W. Standley’s 
letter in the Supplement of September 22nd (p. 139) with regard 
to ‘‘ change of doctor.” Until recently I was a private doctor, 
and not connected with the panel; in the course of my work 
as a general practitioner I had a great number of patients who 
were on the lists of panel doctors; great pressure having been 
brought to bear on me, I eventually decided to join the panel. 

- I have received up to now 26 cards from patients who have 
hitherto been treated by me as private -patients, but only 
have been transferred to my panel. On inquiry at the panel 
office I have been informed that certain cards have been 
returned to the individual patients with a printed slip attached, 
and on it.4in a small type which it is difficult to read, 3 
stated that if they wish to change their doctor they must 
fill up the form and return it to the office. This occurs after 
these patients have brought their cards to me, have asked me 
take then on my panel, and I have stated my willingness tf 
do so, signing their cards to that effect. 

In each case where I have been able to inquire I have beem 
informed by the patieats that they have not even read the slip, 
since they were under the impression that the transference was 
complete, for the cards have been returned to the patients 
with no comment except the sticking of the loose slip om 
the card. 

I was informed definitely at the office that change of doctor 
is discouraged, and after my experience I certainly believe it—
